V. W. Horwood, ex-architect of 
the Province of Manitoba, has 
admitted in the witness box that 
‘he has lied over and over again 
in giving evidence before the in- 
vestigators into legislative mis- 
doings. He says that after a 
year; and a half ‘of work for . the 
government his moral sénse has 
become blunted ; this by way of 
excuse for his departure from the 
path of strict rectitude. 

Horwood’s statement, if accept- 
ed, is about the hardest blow 
that government in Canada has 
received. If working for a Can- 
adian government means that a 
man must sacrifice all his no- 
tions of honor and cease to be a 
truth-telling member of the com- 
munity, what. are we to expect, 
anyway, fgom governments ? 

But it is not safe to take this 
man’s word for it without the 
proverbial grain of salt. From 
his own. statements in cross-ex- 
amination, we find that when the 
tempter approached him it was 
with a proposal. that he shonld 
be rewarded for sticking to' the 
ship ; he was, so he says, ta get 
a gratuity of $25,000. And 
from the time he recsived’ this 
promise of good things to come 
he was apparently. prepared to 
lie as much and as often as was 
required of him. 

Governments in Canada are no 
better than they ought to be, 
and the late government of Man- 
itoba was some worse than the 
average. It is certain that Hor- 
wood had some incentive to play 
with the truth, and it is just as 
certain that his incentive came 
from, the men higher-up. This 
much is to the shame of Mani- 
toha. But Horwood was no't 
forced tq compromise himself. He 
might have, had he been a strong 
man morally, refused to do as 
his masters. ordered. The facts 
show that he was a weak. tool, 
and he is today in the position 
that every weak tool finds him- 
self sooner or later if he allows 
himself to be used.
